Willie Ollie (Dan) Huckaby
and his twin brother George

their home in the southeast sub- -

- urbs of this city Monday morn- -

. ing. Dan, as he was called, had
a toy pistol and some pennies.
Wade had found his father's re-

volver, a 32 cheap variety, in
" "the pocket of the Overland car

and was opposing hi'? brother
with this weapon. There were
two cartridges in the revplver.
Dan went after the pennies

. which had fallen to the ground
and as - he was rising, "Wade

pointed the revolver at him and
" Dulledthe trigger. The bullet- '

struck Dan just above,, and for-

ward from the hip joint and
coursed its way to some vital
spot. Dan fell with a groan
and Wade dropped by his side
and asked him how he had done
it. Mrs. Huckaby, mother of
the boys, heard the shot and
sped to the scene and found her
son, Dan in the throes of death.
The victim's grandfather, Wm.

Grimsley who was at the. home,
hastened to the spot and carried
Dan to the house. A surgeon
arrived quickly and Pratt Huck- -

aby, the father about the same
time. The surgeon announced
to the stricken parents that
there was no hope for their son

and in a few moment? all of life
was over. ,

Wade Huckaby,-twia--broth- ers

and sons of Mr. and Mrs. Pratt
Huckaby were born on a farm
near Rockford April 2, 1911.

' The family moved to thi3 city a
few months ago, the father en-

gaging in the meat market
business, jitney service and
farming. About nine years ago
a tour year old daughter of Mr.
and Mrs. Pratt Huckaby fell
backward into a ' kettle of boi-
ling water and was scalded to
death and fate has tragically
taken from ihem another of

. their loved offspring.
Sunday Pratt Huckaby went

injiis Baby Overland car to the
home of Frank ,Fetzer where he
slaughtered a beef for his meat
market. He took with him the
revolver to kill the steer and
when it had been used, he put it
in the pocket of the car door and
forgot it until summoned to the
side of his dying son.

The mortal remains of Dan
Huckaby. were laid to eternal
earthly rest at four o'clock Tues
day in Asbury cemetery, Rev.
Young of Salisbury delivering a
touching sermon on the occasion.

Pratt Huckaby and the son and
brother who would have prefer
red the place of the victim of
fate, had he been allowed to
choose.

Albert 0. Arrington was a
member of the Masonic fraterni-
ty for 55 years and also a mem
ber for years of the Presbyter
ian church.

In the earlier days of his citi
zenship in this neighborhood
thsre were squally times at in

tervals and many of the excon-federa- te

soldiers were kept on

There ras no mistaking A. G.
Arrington for anything but a sol-

dier and fearless man and his
southern blood and hospitality
distinguished him in every situa
tion in which he was placed. In
all the affairs of his neighbor
hood he took part, especially
those which were calculated to

stir the blood and refresh the
mind, and his favorite compan-

ions being tempered the same
as himself, no scum had time to
form on the social waters. It
was a harmonious community,
full of life and hospitality until
time and circumstance depleted
tne ranks of the old school of

gentlemen and scattered the re
few.

About Rix weeks before his'
death Thursday morning July 15

Albert G. Arrington came from
St. Louis in a state of bad health
